Leaving Muscatine at 9:32 a. m, 
Monday, Norman Baker, crusader 
the farmer, made an airplane 
to Spring Lake where he 
an address and shortly 
afterwards left by plane to Toron- 
to where he gave his second talk 
of the day. On both occasions large 
crowds greeted the speaker and at

The trip was made in a four 
place Curtiss Wright air sedan and 
was piloted by W. M. , Man- 
ager of the local airport. \Mr, Bak- 
er was accompanied by W, C, Car- 
penter of the Free Press. 

Leav:ag the local field Groves 
guided the ship to an altitude of 
2,000 feet. The sensation of flying 
in this plane is similar to sitting 
at home in a rocking chair. 

iis Good View 

At the height to which the plane 
rose, hundreds of acres of Iowa 
farm land was exposed to view, 
which, with the streams running 
through, presented the appearance 
of a magnified miniature golf 
course. 

The corn leoked like a freshly 
mowed lawn, roads looked like cow 
paths and automobiles looked like 
snails. The day was ideal for fly-

Shortly after leaving the local 
field Groves piloted the ship to an 
altitude of 2,500 feet which was 
maintained at a speed of about 120 
miles an hour, until ‘over North 
English when a gust of wind was 
struck.

Have ready when caramel 
part has boiled 10 minutes. Drop 
from spoon in caramel. Have oven 
warm and bake 25 minutes. They 
must be brown on top, so bake on 
top grate of oven. Don’t let boil on 
stove before putting in oven. Lift 
out dumplings and put in dish; 
then pour caramel over. Use 
enough water or milk when making 
dumplings to make them easy to 
drop from spoon.—Mrs,. J. C., Ot- 
tumwa, Ia.

the people step out and give them 
to the medical trust? They have 
never given the people anything 
that they have not paid dearly. 
What we need is 47 more governors 
like Mr. Murray of Oklahoma to 
make the medics know their place 
and make them open the hospital 
doors to all licensed doctors. If the 
M. D.s don’t like it let them do 
the building of their own hospitals 
at their own expense. 

Besides we have science that is 
laying the M. Ds in the shade 
and the M. Dss are getting afraid 
of it, and trying every way to down 
it. These big donations that are 
being handed out should be equal- 
ly divided among all the different 
arts of healing, instead of being 
handed out to one monopoly. All 
should be based on equal footing. I 
don’t mean to make any greater 
appropriations than have been made 
but divide it equally. Our best 
school of science has never received 
a cent of appropriation and has 
made the biggest stride of any in 
the healing art.

“MILK” 


Many times people want to know 
whether milk should be used as an 
article of food or not. 

In the first place; milk is prim- 
arily an infant food. Whether 
human or animal, milk is the first 
food before the teeth are developed 
to eat more solid, The young 
growing things are supposed to be 
(naturally) fed by the Mother front 
the milk produced during the 
months following birth. This is a 
natural procedure established by 
nature to nurse her baby during 
the period when teeth are forming. 
The large percentage of calcium in 
the milk is necessary for the de- 
velopment of good teeth. Of course, 
all the bones need calcium, but by 
studying the growth of the body it 
is seen that the bones in the hum- 
an body are not completely ossi- 
fied until one is about 25 years old. 
There are green foods which supply 
calcium but teeth are needed to 
tear and grind these foods suffi- 
ciently for digestion so until the 
teeth are formed it is obvious that 
a large amount of calcium must be 
obtained from the Mother’s milk at 
first. After the teeth are formed 
ealcium may be obtained from the 
solid foods in sufficient quantity 
for the bodies needs. Children and 
young animals will, in the majority 
of cases ween themselves within a 
reasonable time and the whole 
system will gradually change over 
to handle the foods which are 
suitable for further growth and de- 
velopment. Milk is not needed in 
its natural state all thru life. There 
are valuable ingredients in milk 
which the body needs, but, milk is 
either right or wrong for folks who 
have been weaned, according to 
how it is used.

Why are some children able to 
digest goats milk while they cannot 
handle cows milk? The globules of 
fat in cows milk is what makes j 
so heavy and indigestible for grown 
ups, also. In many instances cows 
milk will curdle in the stomach in 
30 minutes; forming into hard, 
rubbery, lumps that are practically 
indigestible. As usually used milk 
very thoroughly clogs up the liver, 
causes constipation and fills 
body with mucus, and covers the 
skin with pimples, Butter is bad 
for the skin and the amount of 
butter obtained from milk will give 
one an idea of the amount of heavy 
grease taken into the body when 
milk is ysed daily. 

Another feature which does not 
help milk as a food is the manner 
in which milk and the cows are 
used for commercial purposes, Milk 
is treated to preserve it. It keeps 
longer and can be shipped long dis- 
tances and handled more before it 
spoils. The cows, to make them 
pay as much per head as possible, 
are foree-fed to praduce greater 
quantities and richer qualities. Ey- 
eryone knows that our food, or 
whatever kind, is better for us 
fresh, and milk is no exception. But 
milk te be successfully used by us 
as a food must be handled differ- 
ently than it is today. 

The practice of having children 
drink a pint of milk a day at school 
is not always best and and is not 
necessary so far as health is con- 
cerned. I have seen children who 
never had a drop of milk after be- 
ing weaned and their health and 
fregdom from sickness was good 
evidence of the fact that milk as a 
staple article of diet ig not neees- 
sary. 

There are ways in which milk 
may be used that will take the place 
of meat, when properly prepared. 
Some of these uses have to be 
taken up in another article. 

There is a lot of difference in the 
stomach when the hydrochloric 
acid curdles the milk than there is 
when the milk is prepared to get 
the calcium, or to prepare it and 
break up the fat content for a pro- 
tien food and easy digestibility. Af- 
ter a fellow has become man 
enough to have teeth his digestive 
organs have developed the faculty 
of producing acids to handle solid 
foods and what it often does to 
milk produces a curd which could 
be used for topping shoes, or for 
making auto tires,

Both Disqualified for 
False Starts; Don’s 
Boat Sinks

DEROIT—Strategy born of the 
refusal of the British challenger, 
Kaye Don, to permit a 45-minute 
delay in the International Motor 
Boat, races on the historic Detrcit 
river here, today had given Gar 
Wood the coveted Harmsworth 
trophy. The second and last heat 
of the classic occurred yesterday 
when the 200,000 people who lined 
both banks of the river were pro- 
vided with never-to-he-forgotten 
thrills. 

Wood’s Miss America IX is still 
Harmsworth champion and Miss 
England II is being fished out of 
the river. Two false starts, which 
resulted in the disqualificaticn of 
both Miss America IX and Miss 
England II, gaye the second heat 
victory to Wood’s second entry, Miss 
America VITi. 

As a result of the double dis- 
qualification, the race became “no 
match” under the rules of the Brit- 
ish international trophy deed of 
the plaque and Miss America IX 
retained the prize by virtue of win- 
ning it last year. Miss England II 
overturned and sank on the first 
lap after cutting a buoy too close- 
ly and was caught in the wash 
waves of Miss America IX. 

Wood Outsmarts Don 

Wood said: 

“Sure I’m happy. I asked for a 
postponement of 45 minutes be- 
cause of a leaky gas tank in Miss 
America IX. ‘There was a crack 
six inches long in the tank. My re- 
quest was denied and it made me 
angry. 

“When Eddie Edenburn, chair- 
man of the race committee, told me 
Don would not agree to a 45-min- 
ute delay I told him that I could 
have the tank repaired in time, I 
was coming down the river and 
make a false start purposely. I 
told him when I did, Don wouid 
likely follow me. 

“Don had intimated that I stood 
a good chance to beat him if I got 
across the line first. I knew he 
would be anxious to get the break 
on the start. 

“If he did I knew it meant dis- 
qualification of both Miss America 
IX and Miss England I, but there 
was still Miss America VIII to fin- 
ish the race. If Don wanted to play 
that way with me all right. I figur- 
ed I could outsmart him and you 
know what happened. He follow- 
ed me across the starting line 
ahead of time and we keep the 
trophy.” 

Don’s Helpers Injured 

Don, the English challenger said: 

“We were asked to postpone the 
start of the race. If I had agreed 
to the postponement, the 45-minute 
delay would have caused the oil in 
engine to cool and I should have 
had to cruise along the first lap 
until it reached the right tempera- 
ture before gaining my full speed. 

“If Mr. Gar Wood had only ‘one 
boat in the race I should have been 
willing to agree to the postpone- 
ment, even for a day. But Miss 
America VIII was ready and I feit 
that it was not unfair to refuse Mr. 
Wood's request. 

“As for Mr. Wood beating the 
gun and I following him, there is 
nothing to say but that it was my 
hard luck. Rules are rules. 

“T also was too anxious in mak- 
ing the first turn. In an effort to 
overtalse Gar Wood I didn’t sweep 
around out of his wake. I got 
caught on a wave in his wash and 
over we went. Dick Gardner, one 
of my mechanics, bruised his 
shoulder. Roy Platford, the other

In the second heat yesterday, 
Wood got over the starting line 
first and Don followed him by split 
seconds.’

PULLS AN OUIMET 
IN NET TOURNEY 


Gledhill, However, Is 
Too Good for Vet 
In ‘Comeback’

_NEW YORK—Golf has its Fran- 
cis Oujmet and baseball has its Jack 
Quinns and Clarence Mitchells, but 
amateur tennis has no oldster ca- 
pable of cheating father time. 

For just one round of the nation- 
al tennis singles championship at 
Forest Hills, it seemed that a mi- 
racle of the courts was in the mak- 
ing. Even as Ouimet was striding 
triumphantly down the fairways 
Saturday at Beverly in his success- 
ful quest for a title he had not won 
Since 1914, another veteran of 1914 
vintage was staging a remarkable 
comeback. 

The second oldster was R. Norris 
Williams, 2nd, the only formidable 
ancient in a field dominated by 
young blood seeking Johnny Doeg’s 
national tennis title. Dick Williams, 
an  in-and-outer, was showing 
flashes of the form that had twice 
gained him the diadem. 

Ellsworth Vines, George Lott, 
Fred Perry, Frank Shields, Sydney 
Wood and Doeg himself, all young- 
sters, watched with undisguised in- 
terest as the forty-year-old. Wil- 
liams battled Jack Wright, Canada’s 
No. 1 Davis Cup star. 

Old Champion “Hot” 

_ Old Dick was “Hot.” When Wil- 
liams is in a streak he is practical- 
ly unbeatable, and as the old cham- 
pion got off amazing backhand re- 
turns and rushed to the net to score 
neat placements, the young stars 
began to wonder whose hopes the 
old master was going to blast this 
year. 

Lott, in particular, was doing 
considerable wondering: George was 
pyt out of the running by Williams 
last year, and here they were in the 
same half of the draw this year. It 
was most disturbing. 

Just at this juncture word was 
brought of Ouimet’s remarkable 
comeback, and to the watching 
group of youngsters it seemed to 
be more than a coincidence. For 
Ouimet and Williams both had cap- 
tured their first national amateur 
titles in 1914, 

As a result, altogether too much 
fear of Williams had been created 
when the former champion, victori- 
ous over wright, met young Keith 
Gledhi}l of Santa Barbara, Calif., 
in the second round yesterday. 

Easy for Gledhill 

It would have made a very pretty 
story if Williams, on the heels of 
Ouimet’s rejuvenation, had gone on 
to further triumphs. But after all, 
the veteran internationalist is an 
old-man in a tennis way, .and in 
Gledhill he was meeting one of the 
best of the younger stars. The 
cocky young king of the college ten- 
nis world disposed of the old mas- 
ter in such easy fashion that it 
was tragic. 

.Williams won only three games 
out of the first two sets, losing by a 
score of 6-1, 6-2, 7-5, losing by a 
one of his frequent slumps and his 
magic of Saturday deserted him en- 
tirely before the triumphant rush 
of youth, 

And so old Dick, instead of per- 
forming another miracle, was mere- 
ly “king for a day.” His elimination 
gives the field the most youthful 
aspect it has had for many a long 
year, now that large William Til- 
den is no longer a Simon-pure.

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Tactics of Medics Are 





Racketeering 





In the Evening Star of Washing- 
ton, D. C., the lack of progress in 
medicine was noted in an Editorial 
which states:, “While important 
victories havé unquestionalby been 
won in the warfare against disease, 
medico-sef@nitific advances have 
not kept pace with other branches 
of science; ‘which have virtually re- 
made the World in which we live. 
Humanity is still beset by ills and 
diseases. which belong to the mid- 
dle ages and should have been con- 
quered -long before this. Influenza 
and pneumonia are just as fatal to- 
day as they-were centuries ago, and 
common: ¢6ld, which causes more 
deaths and’economic waste than 
any other ‘malady, still baffles all 
attempt to discover its nature, or- 
igin andc- ure, and countless other 
ailments that menace human 
health remain unsolved mysteries. 
The last half century has surround- 
ed us with-results of inventive gen- 
ius that seem to have cancelled the 
word impossible, yet the relief of 
human suffering has lagged.” 

In spite of the lack of knowledge 
on the part of organized medical 
men they ‘atempt to gain control of 
the public health. Two most im- 
portant measures were adopted as 
a@ result off medical propaganda and 
organized effort which will give the 
medical trust a chance to supervise 
the health’ of the public regardless 
of this admitted ignorance. One 
was the Ransdell Act and the other 
was the Act creating the National 
Institute of Health at Washington, 
D.C. 

The inconsistency of this Editor- 
fal is most apparent further on in 
this same article, but the efficiency 
of the medical trust press agent is 
most evident. After calling atten- 
tion in the first part of the Editor- 
ial to the ‘decided lack of progress 
made by s¢ientific (?) medicine, the 
following paragraph reeks of medi- 
cal propaganda to influence public 
opinion in favor of these two mea- 
sures: It states: “It remained for 
the United States which has led 
all nations in scientific advance- 
ments to open the way for a new, 
era of world-wide research in the 
field of medicine and public health 

Through the passage by Congress 
of the Ransdell Bill one year ago 
today and the creation of the Na- 
tional Institute in Washing- 
ton, the whole world of science 
will be united for the first time in 
the greatest effort ever made to as- 
certain the physical forces detri- 
mental to health and to conquer 
disease. In this institution, devot- 
ed solely to study, investigation 
and research in problems relating 
to the health of man, every avail- 
able facility will be provided to aid 
and encourage scientists to fathom 
the cause of illness and physical 
suffering, and all medical knowledge 
and every: advance in the promo- 
tion of human health will be pool- 
ed directly upon matters of life and 
death, and there is no way of fore- 
telling what the eventual benefits 
to humanity will be.” 

Huge-sums of the _ taxpayers’ 
money will be directly under the 
control and supervision of the med- 
ical trust in carrying out the inde- 
finite plans of experimentation. on 
the public. and in further medical 
propaganda to control the health 
and very life of the people, even 
invading the home and sanctity of 
the body of the individual, under 
the name of so-called preventive 
medicine along with other phases 
of treatment and experimentation. 
Since all the medical activities will 
be confined exclusively to the allo- 
paths or “regular’ doctors, what 
more could organized medicine 
wish for? Still, the greed of the 
medical trust was not satisfied, and 
to secure further victims and not 
overlook any individuals, not even 
the children of the U. S., the Presi- 





dent’s White House Conference on 
Child Health and Protection was 
created in order that the children 
of this country could be under the 
direct supervision of the medical 
trust. If any one thinks that the 
medics are not making the most of 
the opportunities afforded by these 
measures, particularly the last one, 
one has only to study the follow-up 
methods now in force by all State 
Medical Societies. These latter are 
called State Divisions of the White 
House Conference on Child Health 
and Protection. The activities of 
these local units are regularly re- 
ported in all State Medical Jour- 
nals. The local.functions in con- 
nection with “Child Health and 
Protection are numerous and var- 
ied. Naturally the local units of 
the medical trust co-operate to the 
fullest extent with the national 
heads of this movement. 

The following quotation by a 
“regular” doctor is published in 
“How to Live for Health and 
Strength” under the title “Self-Ad- 
mitted Medical Ignorance.” 

“All our best treatment (Allo- 
pathic) is empirical... I should 
have preferred to have offered you 
some principles based on true 
scientific grounds, and on which 
you could act in particular cases 
.... At the present day this can- 
not be done, nor is it wise to speak 
of ‘principles’ when framed from 
conclusions whose premises are al- 
together false. To say that I have 
no principles is a humiliating con- 
fession. For my own part, I be- 
lieve that we know next to nothing 
of the action of medicines and 
other therapeutic agencies. There 
was a time when I scarcely dared 
confess these opinions to myself, 
and this is the first ocasion in 
which I have been bold enough to 
assert them before my class.” 

Still, it is these regular doctors 
who have such absolute control of 
the health of the public due to the 
many important positions which 
these two Acts of Congress create; 
namely, the Ransdell Act, and the 
National Institute of Health. Then, 
in addition, considering that the 
children of the country are put 
under the supervision of the regu- 
lar medics through the creation of 
the President’s White House Con- 
ference on Child Health and Pro- 
tection, it looks as though the pub- 
lic generally is pretty well under 
the domination of the American 
Medical Asociation and dangers of 
organized medicine when there is 
a better understanding of the func- 
tions of these health administrative 
measures.

In Giants for 


Big Changes 
"32, Is Report

NEW YORK—It has become evi- 
dent that one of the hardest fights 
the Giants have to make from now 
on in the pennant race is against 
their own mental attitude. They 
should finish second, if they can in- 
terest themselves in finishing sec- 
ond. But good ball clubs have a way 
of losing interest in minor honors 
when another club is making a run- 
away out of the capital prize. The 
Cardinals are doing just that, and 
unless something entirely unfor- 
seen happens, will again represent 
the National league in the World 
Series. 

Already trade winds are begin- 
|ning to blow about the Giants. Ru- 
|mors of a general demolition of the 
present team and a reconstruction 
\for next year are being heard. 
| There is no doubt that McGraw in- 
| tends to make certain changes, but 
| he will have to proceed carefully 

or he will find himself with a worse 
club in 1932 than he has right at 
this time. 

The crowning disaster that be- 
fell the Giants this Spring struck 
jthem when Hughie Critz limped 
{out of action wit ha sore arm. Al- 
|though no one in official circles will 
|admit the truth of Critz’s condition, 
jit is the writer’s belief that we are 
| about to write finis on the career of 
|this great little second sacker. 
|Aarms affected as his do not come 
|back. Every precedent and tradi- 
| tion of baseball is against him. 

“Do you think that Critz will 
play again,” the writer asked Mc- 
Graw. 

“IT don’t know,” was the answer. 
| “Wright came back and Hartnett 
came back. But sore arms like 
Critz’s are uncertain.” 

The matter was not discussed, but 
|Critz’s loss to the Giants may be 
|traced to a certain night game in 
Houston last Spring when the 
|Giants played the Chicago White 
|Sox. It was a cold, raw, terrible 
|night. Critz caught cold and never 
really recovered. 
| That same night Ted Lyons in- 
|jured his right arm and has not 
jrecovered. He, too, may be through 
with the game. . 

Gentlemen, there are ball play- 
ers who would bring plenty of mon- 
|ey on the open markets in baseball 
|at this time. Lyons is, or was, one 
|of the greatest pitchers of this day. 
|Critz is certainly one of the top 
flight second basemen. Estimate 
their value at $125,000, or take $25,- 
000 off that figure and you still have 
two fairly expensive bits of baseball 
property. 

The Giants and White Sox didn’t 
take in $100,000 during the Soring 
|training trip, nor anything like it, 
but they jeopardized valuable as- 
sets to satisfy the whim of public 
fancy, and lost. 

Of course, that is all spilled milk 
now. No amount of weeping and 
wailing will restore the effectiveness 
of Lyons, and the best obtainable 
medical skill has not restored 
Hughie Critz. The game didn’t 
mean anything to either the Sox 
or the Giants. Is it any wonder that 
McGraw says from the depths of his 
heart: “No more night baseball for 
me.” 

Consider the process of recon- 
structing the Giants. The first 
step necessary will be to breed a 
new spirit among the players. That 
is not easy. Another thing. Look at 
the men who will have to be moved. 
You can’t go into the highways and 
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byways of baseball and come up 
with another Bill Terry. Jacksons 
do not grow on every, wayside bush, 
nor can you whistle up another Bill 
Walker or Ccrl Hubbell. 

Sam Leslie is still a couple of 
summers away from major league 
form as a fielder. He is one of 
the greatest natural hitters you 
have ever seen. He has the form of 
a Speaker or Crawford at the bat, 
but he has the skill of a Smead 
Jolley or Ray Schmandt is the 
field. 

It might be possible for the 
Giants to swing a deal involving 
one of the Waner brothers for Mel- 
vin Ott, who is not playing to his 
form of other years. Many things 
are possible, but the history of base- 
ball tells us that the owner who is 
known to be willing to trade always 
finds more difficulty than the man 
who is known to be satisfied with 
the material he owns. 

Incidentally, I wonder if the 
Braves would trade Wallie Berger 
to the Giants now. Once there was 
more or less chat of such a deal be- 
ing made.
